ALFONSO, OUTLAWED, SAYS 
HE STILL LOVES FATHERLAND 


Former King of Spain Intends, 
However, to Remain a Plain

PARIS, Wen 23. "Th Sirtier King 


Alfonso of Spain, outlawed and 
banished by the Spanish National 
Assembly last week on a®harge of 
high treason, has ‘only one 
thought—love for the Spanish 
fatherland,’”’ he told a reporter for 
Le Journal, Paris newspaper. 

The reporter caught the former 
King as he was-on his way to at- 
tend mass yesterday at the little 
parish church of St. Pierre 
d’Avron, where his ancestor, Louis 
XIII of France, was baptized. 

“Sir,” said Alfonso, ‘‘since I left 
my native land I am, and intend to 
remain, a plain citizen. Not even 
an event affecting me personally 
will lead me to break this rule of 
silence I have imposed on myself. 

“But in our exile, warmed by the 
welcome of the great and generous 
French nation, the Queen, my 
children and myself have one and 
the same thought—love for the 
Spanish fatherland.” 


MAHARAJA FATHER OF SON, 
GIVES $1,200,000 TO PEOPLE 


NEW DELHI, India, Nov. 23.— 
The wife of the Maharaja Sawai 
Kan Singhi Bahadur has borne a 
son, the first direct male heir born 
in the line of successive Maharajas 
of Jaipur in the last 100 years. 

At an elaborate official reception 
today the Maharaja announced 
wholesale remission of fines and 
rents over the last five years, a 
gesture which involved about $1,- 
200,000. 


FLOODS NEAR ST. JOSEPH, MO. 


Rainfall of Nearly 24 Hours Puts 
Streams Out of Banks. 
By the Associated Press. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 23.— 
Streams gorged by nearly 24 hours 
of heavy rainfall today inundated 
Northwest Missouri and Southwest- 
ern Iowa lowlands. At Bedford, Ia., 
the One Hundred and Two River 
had reached its highest flood stage 
in years and was still rising. The 
Grand River was overflowing its 
banks at Chillicothe. 

The Platte River at Platte City 
had reached a width of half a mile 
with widespread destruction of corn 
still in the fields. The creeks in’ 
the vicinity of Bethany Were out of 
their banks and the Government’s 
overland mail delivery between 
Blythedale and Eagleville was sus- 
pended.

DECISION IS GIVEN 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Opinion by Justice Butler 
Reverses Judge FitzHenry 
in Supposed ‘Protection’ 
Money Case.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The 


United States Supreme Court, in a 
unanimous decision, today ruled 
that Harry Murdock, one of the 
proprietors of the Mounds gambling 
house near East St. Louis, was not 
within his ‘constitutional right in 
his refusal to disclose to the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau the recipients 


of $24,000 which he deducted from 
his income-tax returns of 1927 and 
1928. 

Because it was assumed the $24,- 
000 constituted “protection” money 
paid to officials of Madison County, 
Illinois, who had allowed Mur- 
dock’s ‘“‘Mounds Country Club’” and 
other gambling ventures to run un- 
molested, particular interest was at- 
tached to Murdock’s reply to the 
bureau’s question. 

Speaking through Justice Butler, 
the Court held that Murdock should 
have been brought . promptly to 
trial after his indictment in Jan- 
uary, 1930, for withholding the de- 
sired information. 

Judge FitzHenry Reversed. 

The Southern [Illinois District 
Court procedure, by which Mur- 
dock thus far has been enabled to 
escape trial, was sharply scored 
by the Supreme Court as “‘incon- 
sistent with prompt and effective 
administration of the law.” The 
Supreme Court reversed the judg- 
ment in which Judge FitzHenry in 
the lower court had upheld Mur- 
dock’s plea that to give the testi- 
mony sought by the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau would tend to incrimi- 
nate and degrade him. 

The transcript of the case, which 
was brought to the Supreme Court 
on appeal by the Government, 
showed that Murdock was ques- 
tioned by an agent of the Revenue 
Bureau regarding payments of $12,- 
000 in 1927 and $12,000 in 1928, in 
order that the bureau might assess 
income taxes against the recipients. 
He stood on what he declared was 
his constitutional right under the 
fifth amendment, which says that 
no person in a criminal case shall 
be compelled to be a witness against 
himself. 

He admitted that he had operat- 
ed about 125 gambling machines in 
Madison County, and when he was 
asked whether such machines could 
be operated without the consent of 
public officials,,-he evaded the ques- 
tion by saying that it had been 
done in other places. He refused 
to testify that he was operating 
without the consent of public offi- 
cials and refused to say to whom 
he had made-the payments in ques- 
tion, on the ground that such tes- 
timony might incriminate him as a 
violator of the State law. 


Court Explains Its Ruling. 


The Government took the posi- 
tion that Murdock was not justified 
in refusing to answer for fear of 
prosecution under State law. 

“The rule of the Constitution 
that no ‘one shall be compelled in 
any criminal case to be a witness 
against himself,” the Governinent 
attorneys. contended, “has quite 
properly been extended beyond its 
literal meaning, but it is not un- 
limited in its scope. Thus, a wit- 
ness -may be required to testify 
against himself if a statute grants 
him immunity from Federal pros- 
ecution, even though his testimony 
may incriminate him under State 
law.” 

In this contention the Govern- 
ment was fully upheld by @he Su- 
preme Court. 

“The investigation was under 
Federal law in respect of Federal 
matters,” said ‘the opinion. “The 
information sought was appropriate 
to enable the bureau to ascertain 
whether appellee (Murdock) had in 
fact made deductible payments in 
each year as stated in his return, 
and also to determine the tax lia- 
bility of the recipient. 

“Investigations for Federal pur- 
poses may not be prevented by 
matters depending upon State law. 
The '‘ English rule of evidence 
against compulsory self-incrimina- 
tion, on which historically that 
contained in the fifth amendment 
rests, does not protect witnesses 
against disclosing offenses in viola- 
tion of the laws of another coun- 
try. = -

RAILWAY HEADS 
TO DISCUSS NEXT 
MOVE TOCUT PAY 


They Call Conference for 
Tomorrow Following 
Men’s Refusal to Accept 
Reduction.

10 PCT. SLASH 
IS ANTICIPATED 


Expectation Is That 30-Day 
Notice Will Be Given and 
Case Submitted to Media- 
tion Board.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—A spe- 
cial meeting of the Eastern  rail- 
road presidents’ conference has 
been called for tomorrow noon ‘to 


discuss the next steps which the 
railroads will take in their effort 
to obtain a 10 per cent cut in 
wages of operating employes fol- 
lowing the refusal by the Railway 
Labor Executives’ Association last 
night to accept a reduction. 

It is expected that Daniel W1- 
lard, president of Baltimore & 
Ohio, will report the results. of last 
week’s conferences with the rail- 
road labor’ representatives. The 
next action by the roads, it. was 
forecast in railroad circles, would 
be the filing of notice of intention 
to reduce wages, after which a 30- 
day period will elapse before the 
case is placed before the board of 
mediation. 

The conferences, Willard said 
yesterday, developed nothing 
“which wolud seem to make un- 
necessary the course which the 
railway executives had -decided 
upon before this conference was 
called. 

While the railway presidents are 
reporting back to their three di- 
vision associations, leaders of the 
21 labor organizations will meet 
with 1200 representatives of the 
employes in Chicago Dec. 8. 

Willard’s statement, in the form 
of a letter, was in reply to one he 
received earlier in the day from 
D. B. Robertson, chairman of the 
Railway Labor Executives’ Asso- 
ciation, informing him labor could 
not accept the proposed wage cut 
because labor did not have “proper 
agsurance that the money thus 
saved would be applied either to 
increase employment, or even to 
stabilize employment.” 

Workers and Capital Idle. 

Robertson’s letter to Willard said 
“the organizations affiliated with 
the Railway Labor Executives’ As- 
sociation have decided to convene 
respectively their general chairmen 
for the purpose of submitting this 
entire matter to the consideration 
of these immediate representatives 
of the employes on the various rail- 
road systems for their appropriate 
action in conformity with the laws 
of the respective organizations.”’ 

This was taken to indicate that 
the employes in individual rail- 
roads would be permitted to take 
any action in the matter they 
deemed acceptable. ‘ 

“We cannot regard seriously,” 
Robertson's letter said, “the argu- 
ment that employment would be 
increased by such a (10 per cent) 
wage cut, when those who make 
the argument decline positively to 
give assurance that even men now 
employed will be continued in em- 
ployment for any definite period.” 

He asserted that of the 1,750,000 
workers his organization represent- 
ed, 500,000 had practically no em- 
Ployment and another 500,000 
“only the insecure promise of less 
than a subsistence wage.” 

“More than one-third of the em- 
ployes of this industry are idle and 
more than one-third of the capital 
in this industry is idle,” he contin- 
ued., “You are taking nothing from 
the earnings of capital to support 
unemployed workers. You are ask- 
ing that the-employed workers take | 
10 per cent of their earnings to 
support idle capital.” 

Against Dole to Capital. P 

He then outlined efforts of rail- 
way employes to aid their idle fel- 
lows. | 

“Several huhdred thousand men,” 
he said, “have reduced their hours 
of work and their earnings volun- 
tarily to give employment to 
others.” 

A proposal to “contribute 10 
cent of their earnings to the relie 
of 600,000 unemployed railway 
workers,” would appeal to them: 
seriously, he asserted. 

“We submit,” he continued, “that 
impartial public opinion will sup- 
port our answer that labor cannot 
be called upon to pay a dole to 
idle capital.” 

The labor of each individual em- 
Ploye, Robertson contended, hag 
produced more revenue for the rail- 
roads year by year. 

“It cannot be denied, he added, 
“that the labor of each railroad 
employe in the future will produce 
as much revenue for the employer 
as in the past and probably more 


revenue,” He based the assertion

OFFICER INDICTED 
IN CLOSING OF 
OT. CHARLES BANK 


J. C. Willbrand of Central 
Trust Co. Accused of Em- 
bezzlement and Accepting 
Deposits When Failing. 


Julius C. Willbrand, secretary- 
treasurer of the closed Central 
Trust Co. of St. Charles, was ar- 
rested today under five indict- 
ments returned by a special grand 
jury Saturday, charging him with 
embezzlement, receiving deposits 
with knowledge that the bank was 
insolvent and approving excessive 
loans. 

One indictment charges him with 
embezzling $7925 from the _  de- 
pository in December, 1930, just 
prior to the closing on Jan. 5 last. 
Two true bills charge him with re- 
ceiving a deposit of $700 from 
Mary Plackemeier on Dec. 29, 1930, 
and one of $515 from Albeft San- 
ders on Jan. 3 last. 

A fourth charge is that he as- 
sented to the deposit of $1000 by 
Fred H. Feldman on last Jan. 2 
when he knew the bank was in a 
failing condition. 

The fifth indictment charges he 
made an excessive loanfof $2500 to 
the St. Charles hime & Quarry Co. 
on June 26, 1929, when that com- 
pany had previously borrowed $19,- 
500, only $500 less than the 
amount allowed by law. Missouri 
law provides that a bank in a 
town the size of St. Charles shall 
not lend more than 20 per cent of 
its capital and surplus to any one 
individual or corporation. 

He was released under bonds to- 
taling $8000, returnable Dec, 1. 

The Central Trust Co. had total 


and deposits exceeding $600,000, 
according to an inventory dated 
Jan. 3, last, Its capital and surplus 
stood at $179,351, its capital having 
been doubled by a sto issue of 
$50,000 in January, 1930. Other 
liabilities included $210,000 in bills 
payable and $655,985 in deposits. 

Assets included loans. totaling 
$849,268; «ash on hand, $14,396; 
cash items, $4745. Officers, besides 
Willbrand, were Dr. B. P. Wentker, 
president; H. <A. Westhoff, vice 
president; J. B. Willbrand and R. 
W. Beste, assistant secretaries. J. C, 
Willbrand was secretary of the St. 
Charles Lime and Quarry Co. and 
Dr. Wentker was its president. 

It is understood the grand jury 
considered .a special audit of the 
bank’s accounts with its officers 
and various companies in which 
they were interested.

SEIZURE OF BAR FIXTURES 
UPHELD BY SUPREME COURT 


S. Tribunal Sustains Govern- 
ment’s Use of Revenue Laws 
in Dry Raids.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Dry 
agents may confiscate. speakeasy 
fixtures and furnishings under a 
decision today by the Supreme 
Court. 
After raids at establishments 
operated by George. Lewis and 
George Anderson in: Butte, Mont., 
in 1930, Federal authorities seized 
the furnishings and bars, brass 
rails and all. 
The owners of the equipment 
protested when the Government 
said it did not intend to give the 
property back. They said only con- 
fiscation of the liquor seized was 
lawful. The Government replied 
that personal property seized in 
prohibition raids could be. confis- 
cated under internal revenue laws, 
A lower Federal court agreed 
with the Government but the Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals agreed 
with the owners of the fixtures.

The raid was made as the liquor 
was being unloaded, Gregory 
O’Keefe, chief Treasury agent, and 
Deputy Survéyor John McGill of 
the Customs Enforcement division, 
headed 75 agents engaged in the 
raid. Three customs patrol boats 
and a coast guard cutter were 
used, 

The arrested men include. eight 
members of the crew of the Rari- 
tan Sun. Fifty-two of the prison- 
ers were taken to the barge office 
and the crew was held aboard the 
vessel, 

Some of the raiding agents were 
drawn from Philadelphia,’. from 
which port the tanker sailed Friday 
The vessel arrived here yesterday 
and proceeded up the Hudson. It 
returned and anchored off Red 
Hook Flats, Brooklyn, and some 
time later warped into the dry 
dock. 


The patrol boats and the Coast 
Guard cutter approached the Rari- 
tan Sun warily while the agents 
formed a cordon which barred all 
approaches to the dock. No move 
was t..ade until two of the trucks 
had been loaded. Then the agents 
closed in. The smugglers were 
taken completely by surprise.

Holland testified that the Davis 
and Watson notes were non-interest 
bearing. The stock also was sold 
to the Senators with the salesman’s 
commission subtracted from the 
price of purchase. 

Holland said Dahlberg told him 
that stock was sold to “everybody, 
Democrats and Republicans.” 

Senator Moses of New Hamp- 
shire, former Gov. Alfred E. Smith 
of New York and John J, Raskob, 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 


ers in the companies, the investi- 
gator said, but paid im cash for 
their holdings. 

“In no case,” Holland said, after 
telling of the Watson and Davis 
stock transfers, “Did I find any 
other purchases where no liability 
was involved.” 

Senator Watson made the follow.

ly in 1928 I gave my note for some 
stock in one of Dahlberg’s compa- 
nies. The stock is of no account, 
or worth nothing, and neither is 
my vote. Therefore the score is 
nothing to nothing in this game.

No Record of Transfers. 

The committee also received tes- 
timony that Dahlberg had ordered 
$10,000 sent to Senator Davis, but 
records of the company showed no 
such payment. 

Holland named 8S. 8. Eveland, 
former vice president of one of 
Dahlberg’s companies, as having 
said he heard Dahlberg order $10,- 
000 sent to Davis. 

“Did you find any record of any 
transfer of funds?” asked Senator 
Walsh (Dem.), Montana, presiding. 
Holland had not. 

“I did not find record of any 
money being transferred at any 
time from Dahlberg or any of his 
companies to Davis,” said Holland 
a bit later.

Tonight Dr. Alfred Sze, the Chi- 
nese delegate, telegraphed the de- 
tails of the proposal to the Nan- 
king Government. 

There was no official description 
of the new suggestion, but persons 
on the inside said it provided for 
an inquiry in Manchuria by a 
commission of three neutrals, one 
Chinese and one Japanese. 

The geographic scope of the in- 
quiry was not defined and the mat- 
ter of Japanese evacuation was left 
as it was in the previous council 
resolution which requested with- 
drawal from Manchuria as soon as 
conditions of security permitted. 

Briand was reported to have 
asked for the council's approval, 
but it was said that the British, 
Spanish and Norwegian members 
demurred, insisting that Briand 
present it to the Japanese and Chi- 
nese spokesmen as his own plan, 
but not that of the council, These 
three delegates were represented as 
maintaining that the resolution 
must not be forced upon China. 

Chairman Briand planned to dis- 
cuss the resolution with the Chi- 
nese and Japanese spokesmen la- 
ter in the day and report the re- 
sults of the discussions to the other 
12 members of the council at an- 
other meeting tomorrow. 

Sze Fears Chaos in China. 

Shortly - before the close of to- 
day's session, the Chinese delega- 
tion said it understood the plan be- 
ing discussed by the eouncil mem- 
bers wa@Jargely in agreement with 
the Japanése proposal for a com- 
mission: to investigate “ conditions 
and: that it. omi any definite 
provision fer evacuation of troops 
as the Chinese demanded. 

China cannot even consider the 
proposal for a commission of in- 
quiry unless it provides for imme- 
diate cessation of hostilities and 
withdrawal of Japanese forces, Dr. 
Sze told the League Council in a 
new note. This withdrawal .must 
begin at once and proceed progres- 
sively to prompt completion, he in- 
sisted. 

Any proposal without such pro- 
visions, he added; becomes ‘“‘a mere 
device to condone and perpetuate 
for more or less of an indefinite 
period the unjustifiable occupation 

of China’s territory by an aggressor 
who already virtually has attained 
his unlawful objective while league 
discussions were going on.” 7 

Members of the delegation ex- 
pressed alarm over the prospect. If 
the Council should yield to the Jap- 
anese plan and fail to heed China's 
request, they said, the Nanking 
Government was likely to be over- 
thrown, with chaos spreading over 
all China. Japan, they declared, 
would in that way obtain apparent 
justification of her military policy. 

“Japan has knocked us down and 
the Council is now kicking us," it 
was said in authoritative Chinese 
circles, 

Dr. Sze, it is said, has received 
no assurance that the American 
Government, upon whose attitude 
they believe the outcome depends, 
is willing to take any steps to in- 
duce the withdrawal of the Japan- 
ese army. 

U. 8S. Reported Attitude. 

In League quarters it is said the 
extent of Ambassador Dawes’ as- 
surance to the members of the 
Council is: “If the League wishes 
to apply economic sanctions to get 
the Japanese to withdraw, very 
well; but America will not partici- 
pate.” 

The League Secretariat had com- 
pleted preparation of the text of a 
resolution before the Council met 
today, but the Japanese delegation 
had new instructions from Tokio 
which they predicted might make 
an agreement hard to reach, 

Dr. Sze visited Ambassador 
Dawes, and it was understood that 
he told the American China was 
close to despair. Informed per- 
sons, however, although admitting 
that things looked gloomy, said 
there was nothing to cause serious 
alarm.

HOOVER CONSIDERING 
ANGREASE IN TARIFF 


May Have Commission Study 
Result of Depreciation of 
British Pound. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—While 
retaliatory action against the new 
British tariff by the United States 
seems unlikely, the administration 
has been considering complete re- 
vision of the tariff rates on im- 
ports from England. 
This would be designed to offset 
the new values resulting from the 
depreciation of the British pound 
sterling. 
The basis of the tariff rates is 
cost of production of goods in for- 
eign countries compared with sim- 
ilar costs here. Since Great Brit- 
ain went off the gold standard the 
value of the pound sterling has de- 
creased almost a dollar. 
’ President Hoover and other of- 
ficials have been studying the ef- 
fect of this as it applies to cost of 
production of British goods export- 
ed to this country. They are won- 
dering if the British goods are not 
produced for less under the depre- 
clated value of the pound. 
Mr. Hoover has serfously consid- 
ered having the Tariff Commission 
make an exhaustive study of this 
situation with a view to raising 
American tariff rates applicable on 
British imports in the United States. 
Under the flexible provision of 
the tariff law he could put into ef- 
fect a higher schedule of rates 
upon recommendation of the Tariff 
Commission. ® 
While Treasury officials consid- 
ered the feasibility of imposing 
countervailing duties on some Brit- 
ish imports to offset Great Brit- 
ain’s new tariff, this has been found 
impossible. None of the counter- 
vailing duties that may be imposed 
under the law is affected by the 
British tariff. 
At least two Republican leaders 
—Senators Watson of Indiana and 
Borah of Idaho, believe the United 
States has no cause for complaint 
against Great Britain for adopting 
a United States policy—the tariff.

Russian Paper Warns Japan to 
Cease Anti-Soviet Campaign.

MOSCOW, Nov. 23. — Japan is 
sharply warned by the Communist 
newspaper Pravda to cease what 
it terms an anti-Soviet campaign 
in connection with Manchuria. 
“Soviet Russia’s peace policy does 
not mean it will allow efforts to 
harm the interests of Socialist con- 
struction to go unpunished,” de- 
clares the newspaper. 

“Let Tokio, Washington and 
Paris not forget this.” 

Declaring it was no secret that 
certain Japanese circles were seek- 
ing to complicate Japanese-Soviet 
relations, the Communist party or- 
gan says: 

“The Japanese military cannot 
satisfy us by assurances alone. The 
Japanese Government must con- 
firm by actions its peaceful inten- 
tions toward the Soviet Union and 
first intercept the anti-Soviet cam- 
paign.’’ 

Pravda is most outspoken of the 
Soviet press, which generally ex- 
presses dissatisfaction with the lat- 
est Japanese declaration to Soviet 
Russia. Alarm is sounded lest the 
widening of Japanese occupation 
of Manchuria present a further op- 
portunity for imperialistic efforts 
to Mvolve the Soviet Union. 
Continuous efforts of imperialist 
Powers to set up in China the 
bogey of an “anarchy” created by 
Soviet Russia and rumors of Soviet 
support of Chinese Generals, the 
newspaper says, are “fabricated to 
divert attention from imperialistic 
plundering of Manchuria.” 

“Who asked Japan to establish 
order’ in Manchuria?”

All Difficulty 


Foreign Minister States Japan’s Official Posi- 
tion Toward China—Says Troops Will 
Leave Whén Manchuria Is Safe. 


Foreign Minister Shidehara of 
Japan has written for. the As- 
sociated Press the following state- 
ment of the Japanese official post- 
tion toward China in the Man- 
churian® conflict.

TOKIO, Nov. 23.—The whole 


difficulty in Manchuria originates 


from a long series of open disre- 
gard by China of treaties which 
are essential to the security of that 
region. 

Its immediate cause is now well 
known to be the violent attack of 
Sept. 18 last made by Chinese 
troops on the South Manchuria, 
Railway zone, under the protection 
of the Japanese army. 

We are all too apt to forget that 
between 1895 and 1904 China had 
allowed Russia to get Manchuria 
completely within her grasp. It 
was practically a Russian province. 
By the war of 1904-05 Japan wrest- 
ed it from the control of the Czar, 
and handed Manchuria back to 
China, only stipulating the reten- 
tion of the South Manchuria Rail- 
way and the right of military pro- 
tection of that line, together with 
a lease of Kwantung. 

All the time China wag secretly 
an ally of Russia, and had this fact 
been known, Japan would have had 
every justification for replacing 
Russia in Manchuria. In 1915 she 
did obtain some extension of her 
rights—in particular, recognition 
of the right of her people to lease 
Manchurian land—and her civiliz- 
ing efforts resulted in enormously 
increasing the prosperity and pop- 
ulation of the country. 

Then came the intense campaign 
by which all nations have suffered 
in China for the repudiation of the 
so-called “unequal” treaties; and 
this means the repudiation of Jap- 
anese treaties which had secured 
peace and order in Manchuria. 
Felt Responsible for Koreans. 
Outrage succeeded outrage and 
our Korean fellow subjects, for 
whose fnterest® we feel especially 
responsible, were again and again 
attacked and were beginning to re- 
taliate. 

Such a situation could not last. 
Japan relied and relies on peace- 
ful means for its settlement. Only

former Chinese officials fled upon 
the approach of our forces and left 
ithe unfortunate country largely 
destitute of constituted authori- 
ties. 

Some: substitute had to be im- 
provised and this was spontane- 
ously done by the local population, 
of course with the countenance of 
our troops. If these popular at- 
tempts at self-determination should 
eventually prove inconsistent with 
arbitrary rule in the region of Man- 
churia, the fact might.afford a 
speedy solution of present diffi- 
culties, but Japan regards it as en- 
tirely a, matter for the Manchurian 
people themselves and is affording 
no encouragement or stimulus to 
such a development. 

Did Japan wish to create a sub- 
servient government in Manchuria, 
the organization of these sporadic 
committees of public safety would 
be the least hopeful way to set 
about it. The recognition of one 
united and powerful group as rul- 
ers of Manchuria would be the only 
practical course. 

Needless to say, she contemplates 
no such tortuous policy. But she 
cannot be blamed for keeping on 
foot some rudimentary civil organ- 
ization. The proposition that the 
Japanese are instigating banditry 
scarcely needs refutation.

It looked 
deserted so I-threw out ballast and 
went up to 15,000 feet where I[ 
ran into a blizzard, When I fin- | 
ally landed I though I was near Al- 
pena, Mich., and started to walk to 
a road which was shown on my 
map. I must have walked about 
20 miles.”’

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10 IN KENTUCKY MINE 
HIGHT ARE REINDICTED 


Montgomery County Grand 
Jury Acts After Harlan True 
Bills Are Quashed 


By the Associated Press. 

MOUNT STERLING, Ky., Nov. 
23.—-Ten Harlan County miners, 
mine union officers and former 
Evarts officials were indicted here 
today by a Montgomery County 
grand jury on charges of murder 
and conspiracy after murder in- 
dictments returned against them by 
a Harlan County grand jury had 
been quashed. Four of the 10 were 
accused also of aidingand abetting. 

The action was the first maneuver 
in the legal fight between the 
commonwealth and the defense in 
trials on Harlan County  indict- 
ments which had been set for to- 
day and was taken over objections 
of the defense. 

The cases were transferred here 
on change of venue. 

Those named on murder and 
conspiracy counts in the new in- 
dictments were; W. M. Hightower, 
president of the local miners’ un- 
ion at Evarts: W. B. Jones, secre- 
tary of the same organization; Asa 
Cuisick, former Chief of Police at 
Evarts; his former assistant, Al! 
Benson, and Jim Reynolds, Floyd 
Murphy, F. M. Bratcher, Bill Tur- 
pin, Bill Hudson and Otto Mills, 
miners. : 

In addition, Hightower, Jones, 
Cuisick and Benson were accused 
of aiding and abetting. 

All the charges were based on 
the killing of Deputy Sheriffs 
James Daniels and Otto Lee, and 
Howard Jones, a commissary clerk, 
in a fight near Evarts last May 5. 
It was this fight that took more 
than 300 National Guard troops in- 
to the Harlan coal fields to restore 
order. 

The new indictments were re- 
‘turned shortly after the original 
ones had been quashed on motion 
of the §State’s counsel. A Mont- 
gomery County grand jury, after 
completing its work some time ago, 
was in recess status and was reas- 
sembled to consider the indict- 
ments. ° 

The new indictments contain 
three murder and conspiracy 
counts each against all the defend- 
ants named and three aiding and 
abetting counts against Hightower, 
Jones, Cuisick and Benson. 

Trial of the first case was ex- 
pected to be delayed a few hours 
by the switching of indictments. 

Attorneys for the Commonwealth 
said the original indictments were 
in several instances returned indi- 
vidually or in small groups and 
that one of the purposes of the new 
indictments was to bring them all 
under a blanket instrument. 

Legality of the Harlan indict- 
ments has been attacked several 


times in Harlan County. 

Once the defense moved for dis- 
missal of the Harlan actions, bas- 
ing its motion on a claim that the 
jury wheel from which members 
of the *indicting grand jury were 
chosen was not kept in its proper 
place in the courthouse. y

Completion and use of the Mis-

$470,000,000 Expnded. 

Citing the expenditure of $470,- 
000,000 taxpayers’ money on the 
Mississippi System with only the 
Ohio completed, Senator Shipstead 
commented, “Even a casual inves- 
tigation would have disclosed that 
the interminable delays and the ex- 
cessive cost of these improvements 
were due to piecemeal construction 
work under an antiquated method 
of Government financing, a condi- 
tion which no private organization 
could afford or would tolerate.” 
Examining the prospective sources 
of returns to the Federal Govern- 
ment for interest and amortization 
of a bond issue, he cited that the 
cost of moving coal, on the Great 
Lakes and the Monongahela River 
was 4 mills a ton-mile less than 
on the railroads, and, leaning to- 
ward conservatism, took the hy- 
pothesis that the rivers would save 
3 mills a ton-mile. 


Traffic experts, he said, estimate 
that annually the completed Ohio 
can handle 60,000,000 tons on its 
850 miles, or 51,000,000 ton-miles; 
the 800-mile Upper Mississippi, 
when completed, 50,000,000 tons; 
the 150-mile Illinois waterway, St. 
Louis to\Chicago, 50,000,000 tons; 
the 360-mile Missouri River to 
Kansas City, 25,000,000 tons; the 
1000-mile Lower Mississippi, a ton- 
nage with no known limitation— 
easily, he remarked, 100,000,000 a 
year. Taking those figures, he 
computed, these main links of the

Three Mills a Ton-Mile Saving. 
“A saving Of 3 mills a ton-mile 
upon the capacities of the improved 
Mississippi River system when com- 
pleted,”” he continued, “amounts to 
$622,599,000 of additional wealth 
annually produced through the 
completion of this Government 
project. These savings will go di- 
rectly to agriculture, business and 
industry whose freight traverses 
these streams. Individuals, firms 
and industries, scattered from 
Maine to California and paying in- 
come tax in every Federal taxing 
district in the Union, will have 
more than $600,000,000 of addition. | 
al income subject to Federal tax.

The present state of the taxpayers’ 
income would dictate a prudent 
concern for the general welfare by 
keeping appropriations down to the 
least possible minimum during the 
next few years. 

‘This program, if carried on vig- 
orously, will in my judgment do 
more to relieve the present dis- 
tressed condition of our country 
than any other measure so far sug- 
gested. It will in a large measure 
remove the element of uncertainty 
which underlies every industrial 
crisis. Moreover, these improve- 
ments are of a permanent nature 
and will equally serve future gen- 
erations who, in all justice, should 
bear a part of their cost. 

“All the conditions are present 
under which peoples perform gi- 
gantic works to rest their future on 
—namely, surplus labor, surplus 
food, surplus material and surplus 
credit. In the past we have under 
similar conditions constructed the 
Erie Canal, which opened up the 
then Western empire, built the 
Union Pacific and other trans- 
continental lines, and more recent- 
ly the Panama Canal. Each of 
these was in its day a. mighty 
work, measured by our resources at 
that time. 


“Today we have something also 
comparable to our ’vast resources 
and to which they can be _ put, 
namely, the completion of our great 
inland waterways system. This 
great work only awaits a financial 
program and I submit that every 
consideration of business procedure, 
sound finance and sound public 
policy justifies the bond-proposal.” 
Europe’s Attitude on Railroads. 
Europe, with railroad service “in 
all essentials as good and efficient 
as ours,” and 1500 miles of canals 
and rivers swarming with barges, 
has not found it necessary to swad- 
dle its railroads with protection 
against free competition by the riv- 
ers, related Theodore Brent, New 
Orleans traffic counselor-and for- 
mer officer of the Federal barge 
line.

SPURT IN FALL GRAIN PLANTING 
REPORTED FROM SOVIET RUSSIA 


$7 Per Cent of Government’s Plan 
and 92 Per Cent of Last Year's 
Acreage Reached.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—After 
dragging for several weeks a spurt 
reported to the Agriculture Depart- 
ment has brought the total fall 
grain planting in Soviet Russia to 
92,423,000 acres, 87 per cent of the 
Soviet’s plan and 92 per cent of 
last year’s sown acreage.

CALLS LINCOLN LETTER 
ON ITALY A FORGERY 


Historian Says He Was Not 
Familiar Enough With Europe 
to Have Written It. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Nov. 23.—Henry Nelson 
Gay, secretary of the Italo-Ameri- 
can Society and Rome Historian, 
has described as a “forgery” a let- 
ter attributed to Abraham Lincoln 
in which he urged the unification 
of Italy and predicted that Rome 
would become the capital of a 
United States of Europe. 

Himself the author of a life of 
Lincoln in Italian, Gay said: ‘‘Lin- 
coln could not have _ wrtiten it. 
Anyone who has studied Lincoln 
would be certain of that. I have 
read Lincoln’s correspondence and 
know that he did not have enough 
knowledge of European affairs to 
have written it.” 

Regarding the statement of the 
Historical Society of the Italian 
Renaissance that Lord Northcliffe 
had offered to buy the document 
from its present owner, Nino 
d’Althan, Gay said: “If North- 
cliffe made the offer he did it sole- 
ly to call d’Althan’s bluff and get 
him to produce the original. My 
opinion is that the letter is an ab- 
solute forgery. I believe it was 
produced at the time of the Paris 
peace conference in order to in- 
fluence President Wilson.” 

The National Historical Society 
of the Italian Renaissance has 
started an investigation of the au- 
thenticity of the letter. Prof. Eu- 
genio Casanova, superintendent of 
the State Archives and president of 
the society, said today that he was 
uncertain of the letter’s genuine- 
ness and he regretted the society 
had published it last week while he 
was out of town.

A Thrilling Rescue at Sea. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WENTY minutes after the cargo of 

salt in the freighter Baden-Baden 

had shifted in water-filled holds and 
sent the motor ship under the stormy 
Caribbean sea off the Colombian coast, 
a scaplane, swinging low through rain 
and swirling fog, sighted the 15-foot 
lifeboat that held the 11 survivors of the 
crew of 16. Although the plane had 
room for 20 more passengers, tumultu- 
Ous seas made it impossible for it to de- 
scend. Perhaps the worst suffering the 
castaways experienced in their 68 hours 
adrift was the disappearance of the 
plane. They had seen the pilot's wave 
of assurance, but did not know the radio 
operator had tapped out a call for as- 
sistance. Two small ships about 70 
miles away heard the signals, but were 
unable to fight their way through the 
storm. 

Searching aircraft from a Canal Zone 
naval base and from Barranquilla, Co- 
lombia, hummed overhead without see- 
ing the cockleshell that pitched from 
crests of foaming monster waves to wal- 
lowing green troughs. With no water 
and scant food, the men, drenched by 
rain and suffering from chills and fever, 
strained madly at the oars as they sought 
to keep the lifeboat bow on to the 
crashing seas that meant death if they 
struck On the quarter. Sometimes they 
wasted energy pulling toward a cloud on 
the dipping horizon that had semblance 
of aship. Then the stack of the United 
States minesweeper Swan appeared, dis- 
appeared and reappeared on the horizon, 
following a change in radio. orders. 
Buoyed by new hope, they rowed to the 
limit of their strength until they reached 
the Swan. 

And so 11 mariners postponed their 
appearance at Fiddlers’ Green down in 
Davy Jones’ locker, and another step in 
the ascendancy of radio and aircraft over 
bearded Neptune's domain of fog and 
smashing wave is recorded.

Washington was disturbed by the news from Lon- 
don Saturday, though the first reaction has been 
tempered somewhat by the assurance that the duties, 
to become effective Wednesday, will affect only a 
small percentage of our exports. It seems, however, 
that the emergency bill has been so drawn that we 
shall be unable to invoke the retaliatory provisions 
of our law. And an emotion which the Freudians 
would label frustration is agitating our high priests 
of protection. That emotion, it may be ventured, is 
pretty sure to take on a virulency it does not now 
possess. 
What does England’s commitment to protection 
mean for us? It means that “our best customer” (for 
that is what England is) is locking her doors against 
us. We cannot complain. England is doing to us 
only what we have done to her and to every other na- 
tion. Senator La Follette, yielding excusably to the 
temptation of I-told-you-so, reminds us that he pre- 
dicted this reprisal when the Hoover administration 
abdicated to Grundyism and bestowed its blessing on 
the Hawley-Smoot monstrosity. 

England has seen us prosper and grow mighty be 
hind a tariff. Our example and experience have been 
the theme of every British protectionist since that 
fair May night in Birmingham 28 long years ago, 
when Joseph Chamberlain’s statistics and proposals 
rocked the island. The sowing of that pugnacious 
old Tory, long since gathered to his fathers, has at 
last come to fruit. 

Its fruitage seems an anomaly at a time when the 
world has gone tariff-mad, and when the policy of 
protection is condemned by the majority of? econ- 
omists everywhere and is under indictment by the 
public opinion of a world sitting disconsolate amid 
the ruins of its trade and commerce. A writer in the 
Nation characterizes Great Britain’s tariff mania as 
“economic insanity.” Figures sre offered in proof. 
For the year ending in September, 1931, British im- 
ports totaled £881,000,000, of -vhich £427,000,000, o8 
almost one-half, represented food, drink and tobac- 
co. The value of raw materials was £183,000,000— 
cotton, wool, lumber, petroleum, rubbér. These raw 
materials are essential to British industry, of course, 
and the people of England must eat. Yet foodstuffs 
and raw materials constitute practically three-fourths 
of England’s imports. How a tax can be levied on 
such indispensables without aggravating industry’s 
difficultfes and increasing the cost of living is be- 
yond comprehension. 

But they are all doing it, and among the nations 
none has carried protection to a more destructive ex- 
cess than our own. 

“A mad world, my masters.” 
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NOTRE DAME STOPS OFF AT WATERLOO. 

It had to happen some time. Notre Dame eould 
not go on winning forever. Since 1928, the machine 
assembled and perfected by Rockne’s genius has been 
unbeatable and unbeaten. Such supremacy gets on 
the nerves. We have seen its counterpart in other 
sports—the Athletics in baseball, Tilden in tennis, 
Jones in golf. Gazing beyond the color and clamor 
of stadium, diamond, court and course, we have seen 
the Republican’ party’s dominance in politics. And 
we have all been waiting for Napoleon to arrive at 
Waterloo. Notre Dame has finally obliged, in d grand 
battle with the “Roaring Trojans” of Southern Cali- 
fornia, who vanquished the “Fighting Irish” three 
years ago.

Ergo, this one, too, 
may aspire te the highest office in the gift of a free 
people. | 

Presumably, George W. Norris of Nebraska was 
supplied with parents who dotingly supposed his fate 
might include the presidency. If so, they must later 
have been astonished and delighted at their son's 
progress. He became an honest, virtuous, talented, 
industrious young man. He succeeded in politics. He 
was elected a member of Congress and distinguished 
himself by leading a crusade against the autocratic 
power of Boss Cannon. He entered the Senate and 
soon carved out a position of leadership which he has 
never relinquished. Throughout his public life, he 
has been a passionate fighter for popular causes, a 
friend of the humble and the unprivileged, against 
the powerful and the unscrupulous. 
One would say, looking objectively at Norris’ ca- 
reer, that he was the perfect embodiment of the log 
cabin tradition. Yet, when asked recently if he had 
presidential ambitions, Norris replied: 

I? I have been in this game too long to have 
any such illusions. Under our system, a man like 
me is just as thoroughly barred from the presi- 
dency as if there were a constitutional amend- 
ment against him. I might as well have been 
born in China. 

Norris explained to his hearers that every nation- 
al convention is controlled by a combination ef po- 
litical bosses and financial interests, and that they 
always pick a candidate who will do their bidding. 
Is this the judgment of a bitter man or of a wise 
one? Perhaps a melange of both. Yet there is 
enough truth in it to warrant the fear that, as our 
politics is now conducted, the babe in the log cabin is 
out of the running unless he possesses qualifications 
pleasing to the powers that be. When a man like 
Norris cannot aspire to the White House, something 
exceedingly precious and important has escaped from 
our republic. It has become a bossocracy, a plutoc- 
racy. It is no longer a democracy. 


JOHN J. COCHRAN’S USEFULNESS. 
Assuming the Democrats organize th. House of 
Representatives, they will be making a mistake if 
they do not give play to the considerable talents of 
Representative John J. Cochran of Missouri. That 
such a mistake will not occur we deduce from glanc- 
ing over the list of ranking Democrats on the im- 
portant committees. In no case does Cochran's 
name lead all the rest, though he ranks second on 
the Committee on Expenditures in Executive De- 
partments. Inasmuch as the ranking Democrat on 
this committee is Representative Gasque of South 
Carolina, who is also in line for the chairmanship 
of the Committee on Pensions, and since no member 
will be given more than one important chairman- 
ship, the chances are that our John will get the job.

In effect, money was drawn out of circu- 
lation and buried in the vaults of the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks. Less money and less 
bank credit were available for spending. 
Inevitably, demand for goods and labor 
again began to decline, bankruptcies in- 
creased, many banks had to close their 
doors, bread lines became necessary. 

No shortage of reserves compelled credit 
restriction in 1929. The Federal Reserve 
banks had reserves of about $3,000,000,000. 
This was approximately twice the reserves 
legally required. Nor could this restriction 
be said to be necessary on account of any 
condition in foreign countries. This is im- 
portant, because of the constant claim that 
the present depression is international and 
is therefore something for which no persons 
in the United States are responsible. In 
1929 we had such a surplus of gold that we 
should have been able to spare a billion 


rapidly their rediscount rates and, especial- 
ly, they should purchase Government bonds 
and other securities to whatever, extent may 
be necessary for the restoration of active 
business and a stable price level.

. putting money and credit into circulation, 
they tend to restore the declining demand.

CONTEMPORARY MUSIC 
AT GHAMBER CONCERT 


String Ensemble Plays in. First 
of Series of Three 
Recitals. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 
HE first of three chamber mu- 


T sic concerts devoted exclusively 

to the works of contemporary 
composers was given in the Crystal 
Room of Hotel Chase last night by 
a group of musicians under the di- 
rection of Max Steindel, the ‘cellist. 
The hall was well filled and the re- 
actions of the audience ranged all 


the way from polite rage to enthu- 
siastic approbation. If the spon- 
sors of the concerts were interested 
in providing fuel for the flames of 
argument, they sueceeded admira- 
bly. 
‘The composers represented on 
the program were Georges Miget, 
Hector Villa-Lobos, Alexander 
Tansman and Vittorio Rieti. The 
Migot number, which led the pro- 
gram, was too weak in construction 
to sustain the interest of the hear- 
er. but the Tansman sonata for 
piano and ‘cello, which followed, 
was an admirable conrposition in 
every respect and should have of- 
fered no difficulties even for those 
whose musical sympathies dwell 
exclusively in the last century. All 
the elements of rhythmic interest, 
strong construction and original 
melodic invention were there in ap- 
propriate quantities. The second 
movement was especially beautiful, 
with its slowly evolving melodic line 
and deep poetic feeling. The so- 
nata was well played by Ma x Stein- 
del and Mrs. David Kriegshaber.

Situation .in Football 


While Notre Dame was rolling 


up victory after victory, the gen- 
eral tendency was to consider the 
Ramblers the best in the country, 
taking their “suicide” schedule into 
consideration.

The graves are laid in neat rows 


in a plot of ground set apart on the 
farm of several acres just outside 
of Florissant belonging to Dr. C. F. 
W. Bauer, veterinarian, who main- 
tains a dog hospital and boarding 
kennels with all modern improve- 
ments, heat in winter, fans in sum- 
mer, private baths, etc. The white 
picketed enclosure is planted with 
shade trees, evergreens and shrub- 
bery and marked with ornamental 
urns at the entrance. The graves 
are sodded and carefully tended, 
the assurance of perpetual care be- 
ing included in the sale of each 
single grave lot at $25. The Doc- 
tor and his wife, having no imme- 
diate heirs, expect to pass the busi- 
ness on to the Humane Society 
which, no doubt, will find it an ac- 
ceptable source of revenue and an- 
other means of applying the prin- 
ciples of their work. Some of the 
graves are veritable shrines fre- 
quently visited by persons who de- 
clare they regarded some departed 
little animal “‘the same as a2 mem- 
ber of our family.” The grave of 
Rowdy, an airedale has fresh flow- 
ers placed upon it every Sunday 
morning the year round. Others 
are adorned with wreaths of im- 
mortelles. On one grave a toy Bos- 
ton terrier is tethered, a tribute 
from a fond mistress to a deceased 
doz of that breed on his birthday 
anniversary.
